If those easterners 
who come out here would just 
use their ordinary horse-sense 
they Wouldn’t be disappointed 
when it rained too hard, became 
too warm or too cold, or the wind 
was too strong or there wasn’t 
enough wind, or it wus too dry. 
All of the above conditions exist 
at times the world over and there 
fs no reason to suppose anything 
particularly different here.

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PRISON. BOARD 
RESPONSIBLE FOR 
ALFORD PAROLE | 


GOVERNOR, BOARD AND 
WARDEN SEPARATE 
DEPARTMENTS 


Each Department Operates Its 
Own Business Without In- 
terference From the Others. 
Governor Will Not Interfere 


Gov. Friend W. Richardson 
does not interfere with the 
State Board of Prison Direc- 
tors, but has implicit confi- 
dence in the board and will 
‘‘back the board on every 
act,’’ he declared yesterday 
when asked for a statement on 
the issuing of a parole to Fred 
E. Alford, ex-city manager of 
Ontario who served but 18 
months for the asserted theft 
of $80,000, The Governor ad- 
mitted he had received a tele- 
gram from eGorge W. Loring 
of the grand jury, asking that 
a probe be ordered. 

““T know nothing of the 
case,’’ the Governor said, ‘‘but 
I have faith ‘in the prison 
board and will back the mem- 
bers in any of their acts. 

‘‘T issue any pardons that 
are issued and the _ board 
names the paroles. The board 
does not recommend to me nor 
do I recommend to the board 
in any cases. The wardens of 
the prisons do not recommend 
any pardons to me and what 
the board does is its own busi- 
ness. 

‘‘Mhe warden’s office, the 
Governor’s office and the pa- 
role board are divorced from 
one another in every respect.’’ 

Governor Richardson said he 
did not know anything about 
the Alford ease or that Alford 
was out until a few days ago. 
The Governor, however, was 
emphatie in his faith in the va- 
rious members of the parole 
hoard and plainly said he 
would support the board. 
‘““They are all high-class fel- 
lows,’’ said the Governor. ‘‘I 
do not interfere with the board 
in any of its acts.’’ 

From. the Governor’s attti- 
tude, it was plain that he is 
not more than ordinarily in- 
terested in the demands of the 
Ontario residents that an in- 
quiry of the parole be eon- 
dueted.

GOMING UP SOOM 


When the Legislature recon- 
venes at Sacramento February 
24, to delve into the numerous 
bills and amendments introdue- 
ed during the first half of the 
session, one: of the big prob- 
lems to be threshed out will be 
reapportionment of the state’s 
legislative districts. 

Nine measures bearing on re- 
apportionment were introduc- 
ed during the first half session 
and of this number six of the 
bills propose amendments to 
the constitution. Two of the 
measures are still in skeleton 
form and will be filled in by 
their authors after the session 
begins. 

The two skeleton bills, in- 
troduced in the Assembly by 
Thomas L. Dodge of Los An- 
geles and Byron J. Walters of 
San Diego and in the Senate 
by Harry Chamberlain of Los 
Angeles and Ed Sample of San 
Diego, call for reapportion- 
ment along strictly constitu- 
tional lines. 

The farmers of the 
have a measure which would 
redivide the distrites accord- 
ing to their own wishes which 
would give the ‘‘cow counties”’ 
control of the upper house and 


state 


permit the metropolitan sec- 
tions eontrol of the lower 
house. 

This bill, which is known as 
the 3-8, 5-8 measure, has the 
support of California Farm 
Bureau Federation and other 


such 


organizations. It is in- 
tended to prevent the three 


large districts of the ~ state 
from controlling both houses 
of the Legislature. 

Of the forty Senators now 
provided for in the constitu- 
tion the proposed amendment 
would limit San Franeiseo, Los 
Angeles and Alameda to a to- 
tal of 15. The 25 other Sena- 
tors would be selected by the 
rural districts. 

Assemblyman 38. L. 
ger, of Selma, 
bill and a constitutional 
amendment both of which 
would obtain the same result. 
The measures provide for a 
reapportionment along lines of 
population except that larger 
counties would be limited in 
the number of representatives. 

Los Angeles would be limit- 
ed to six Senators and 19 As- 
semblymen; San _ Francisco 
would be limited to five Sena- 
tors and 11 Assemblymen; Ala- 
meda would be limited to four 
Senators and eight Assembly- 
men; counties of the fourth to 
sixth class would be liimted to 
two Senators and counties of 
the fourth to ninth class would 
be limited to two Assembly- 
men, under the provisions of 
the Heisinger bill. 

Counties of the seventh to 
fifteenth class would be limit- 
ed to one Senator each and the 
remaining counties would be 
divided into ten Senatorial dis- 
triets. Counties of the tenth 
to twenty-fourth class would 
be limited to one Assemblyman 
each, the remaining counties 
to be divided into sixteen As- 
sembly districts. 

A measure by Senator Chas. 
V. Lewis of Los Angeles would 
amend the constitution so as to 
completely revise the method 
of selecting Legislators. Under 
the terms of this amendment 
the Governor of the state 
would appoint a commission 
to reapportion the state every 
ten years. The commission 
would be composed of the Sec- 
retary of State, the Surveyor 
General and the Attorney Gen- 
eral. : 

A measure by Assemblyman 
Maurice Browne of Sonora 
would limit the number of As- 
semblymen to 58 and of Sena- 
tors to 40 as at present, the re- 
apportionment to be made on 
the basis of population for 
Senators. Each county would 
select one Assemblyman under 
the terms of this bill.

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The Schools Concern the People 


NE-FOURTH of our entire population is engaged in 

school work as pupils, teachers, supervisors, and ad- 

ministrators. The public schools constitute a great cor- 

poration spending over one and a half billions of dol- 
lars annually. Each citizen is a shareholder and has a voice 
in determining what kind of a school his community shall en- 
joy. Is your stock represented when school policies are de- 
termined? 

The life of American children today is so different from 
that of our grandparents that they need a very different kind 
of help to meet these new problems. When the butcher, the 
baker, and the candlestick maker, as well as the weaver and 
cobbler, were all members of the same family things done 
with the hands were learned at home and their worth was ap- 
preciated. Now we phone for what we need, drive the auto 
around the corner or at most-a few miles over good country 
roads for them, or else have them delivered by parcel post. 
Children, therefore, no longer gain industrial education in 
their homes. The schools are supplying as much of it-as they 
ean. 

The school should give every child an equal opportunity 
to attain his highest development. It should secure for him 
a healthy mind and body. It should imbue him with the prin- 
ciples of personal honesty and a strong sense of his obliga- 
tions to his family, his community and his nation. It should 
give him the education and training necessary to support him- 
self and to bear his just share in maintaining a community 
with high American ideals. It should develop his capacity for 
the wholesome use of leisure. It should inculeate a broad and 
understanding patriotism which insures our country’s high- 
est good. 

Better understanding of the school’s problems and_hear- 
tier co-operation of all citizens in their solution are needed. 
The number of pupils dropping out of school after the fourth 
grade is appalling. Out of 100 pupils who enter the fifth 
grade, 66 fall by the wayside during the next three years; 20 
more drop out during the high-school years, leaving only 14 
of the original 100 entering the fifth grade to complete the 
high school course. 

Almost as startling is the poor daily attendance of the 
pupils enrolled in the schools. Of each 100 pupils enrolled in 
all the publie elementary schools and high schools, 79 are in 
actual daily attendance. This irregular school attendance 
caused the waste of $250,000,000 last year. Taxpayers rob- 
hed themselves of this amount and at the same time suffered 
their children to lose an average of nearly two months’ school- 
ing in a year. 

Half ofthe school population lives in the open country 
and villages. Three and a h@lf million of them still attend 
one-teacher rural schools. Many of the 175,000 one-teacher 
rural schools have undergone little change during the past 
generation. Their school terms are one or two months short- 
er than city and village school terms. Their teachers have 
received the fewest weeks of professional training of any 
group of teachers. More than one-fourth of them are teach- 
ing their first term of school. Their average age is three or 
four years younger than city and village teachers. 

City people should learn more about rural education. 
Rural people should learn more about city schools, The ulti- 
mate economic success of the merchant and the manufacturer 
depends to a large extent upon purchases made by rural 
people. People’s, wants are greatly influenced by the kind 
and amount of education they receive. Thousands of adults 
from the country go every year to the cities to fill places in 
industrial, commercial, and professional fields. The services 
they perform and the kind of citizens they become in their 
new environment depend on their early education. It is im- 
perative that the education they receive be such as to fit them 
for life in the city as well as in the country.

The Boy Scout Movement 


N February 8, the Boy Scout movement in America cele- 

brated its fifteenth anniversary. There were 445,000 

of these Scouts two years ago, and the time is probably 

not far distant when 1,000,000 boys will be organized 
for these interesting and helpful aims. 

During the war, they sold $270,000,000 worth. of, liberty 
bonds, besides $42,000,000 of war savings stamps. While this 
was a big lift on Uncle Sam’s war program, such a service 
after all was only an’ incident of their achievement. 

Their main accomplishment has been to take boys who 
were frittering away their time in more or less idle pursuits, 
and give them ideals of work and play. Of work, for self- 
improvement and ambition, and of play, for many sportsman- 
ship and fairness on the athletie field. 

A period of membership in this organization has trans- 
formed thousands of these youngsters. Where formerly they 
were mischievous and inclined to revolt, now, being given an 
outlet for their activity, they put their energy into useful 
aims. But no matter how fine this organization, it can not run

itself, These boys need good generalship, The usefulness of 
any particular troop usually depends on the willingness of 
some older fellow or some little group of young men, to take 
hold and see that the organization conforms to the Scout

WASHINGTON, 
THE REALTOR 
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George Washington was a real 
estate man, a subdivider. And if 
he had lived later, or the Nation- 
al Association of Real Estate 
Boards had been established earl- 
ier, he undoubtedly would have 
been a realtor. Because that is 
precisely the kind of man he was, 
according to an article by Frank 
Parker Stockbridge, which is to 
appear in Collier's Weekly for 
February 2ist. 

It was in the historic surveying 
trip into Western Virginia when 
Washington was sixteen that the 
future first president learned much 
about the buying and selling of 
real estate. He was to put it to 
use later when with his older 
brother, Lawrence, and his pat- 
ron, Lord Fairfax, he took an 
active part in the development 
of..the new little city of Alexan- 
dria. The surveyor of the part- 
nership was active in the sub- 
division and sale of lots. So ac- 
tive and so successful that he 
went on to a more extensive land 
settlement enterprise in the un- 
developed land at the headwaters 
of the Ohio, the tract his early 
surveying trip had made him fa- 
miliar with. 

The French and Indian War was 
occasioned in large part by the 
rival claims of the French to the 
territory, part of which was be- 
ing settled by the Ohio Company, 
in which Washington was a share- 
holder. The war bulks large in 
the histories, but to the man 
Washington, his part in it was a 
matter incidental to his business 
career, the author feels assured. 
When it was over he settled into 
the real estate business in earn- 
est. 

“There was nothing austere 
about the George Washington of 
twenty-six, with a mouth like Rudy 
Valentino's,” Mr. Stockbridge 
writes, basing the new Valentine- 
Davy Winsor conception of Wash- 
ington on a miniature painted 
when he was twenty-five, and a 
small town real estate agent in 
Alexandria. “He joined every- 
thing there was to join. If there 
had been a Rotary Club (or Ki- 
wanis or Lions or Civitas), or @ 
real estate band or a*chamber of 
commerce George Washington, 
the ‘regular fellow,’ would sure- 
ly have been a member. 

As a real estate speculator, 
Washington set a pace which few 
of his successors have followed 
with the same daring, the article 
states. He became the first Amer- 
ican millionaire, and easily the 
richest man in America. A for- 
tune of the same size today would 
be counted at somewhere around 
ten million dollars.
